As for the Los Angelos Olym- 
pics, the president emphasized, 
there are problems. One of the 
mnst serious ot these is the 
threat to the shooting contest 
Blnco the oiganizera have failed 
to find a place for it In Los An- 
geles and are planning to hold 
It in Las Vegas (n neighbouring 
Nevada. The issue Is so serious 
that the president made an an- 
nouncement to the effect that It 
la Impossible to hold the Games 
without this sport. 

IOC Is equally worried by the 
unsettled Issue of dope control, 
for there la no suitable laborat- 
ory to carry out checka tn the 
United Stales, the nearest one 
being In Montreal. 

As for Regulation 26 of the 
Olympic Charter on athletes' ad- 
mission lo (he competitions, Sa- 
maranch emphasized that IOC 
was at one on this issue with all 
I nler national federations with 
Ihe exception ol the Football 
and Hockey federations. He said 
nevertheless he believed that the 
(iu*iilnn could still be solved.

Tokyo. At Iho request of tho 
Socialist Party, the Budge! Com- 
mission of the Upper House of 
tho Japanese Parliament has 
decided to carry out a thorough 
Investigation of a report con- 
cerning preparations by the 
armed forces for large-scale 
reprisals against the opposition. 
Deputies to tho Japanese legi- 
slature expressed misgivings 
about an address by Kazuo Tanl- 
kawa, head of the National 
Defence Agency, In which he 
attempted lo deny the fact that 
tho Army had been making pre- 
parations to suppress democratic 
organizations. At the same lime, 
he categorically refused to band 
over to the Commission the text 
of secret plans outlining the pos- 
sible actions the armed forces 
Intend to take In an emergency. 


The documents, Mi Tanikawa 
said, had been destroyed. 

As was declared tn Parliament 
by A. Kuroyanagi, a Komelto 
party deputy, these plans pro- 
vide for the direct suppression 
of a number of opposition par- 
ties In case of external conflict 
or Internal disturbances. 

The ruling Liberal-Democratic 
Party is now making every ef- 
fort to fltlfle the growing scan- 
dal. The LDP government will 
not be able to shrug off the 
facta which have come to light 
about the preparations by min t, 
ary circles to launch reprisals 
against the democratic forces, 
said O. Yalaba, a Socialist 
deputy In Parliament. The Japa- 
nese public Is demanding that 
activities by the military should 
be placed under strict control.

The Soviet Union Is being 
successful In its attempts lo en- 
sure a sharp rise In tha pro- 
duction of Siberian natural gas 
and its transportation lo the 
European pa it of the country. 
In tha current five-year plan 
period (108145) three 1.420 mm 


trunk gas pipelines have been 
built, Unking Western Siberia 
with the Industrial centre. 

The programme lo Increase 
gas output provtdns tor a con- 
siderable cut in the country's 
use of fuel oil and Its replace- 


ment by gas, which is cheaper. 

Over the next five-year porl- 
od It Is planned to lay six 
transcontinental gas pipelines 
from Siberia to the central part 
of the country. The tolaUengtli 
of these pipelines wilt exceed 
20,000 kilometres and they will 
pump gas at a pressure of 75 
atmospheres. No other country 


In the world has such a huge 
construction programme. 

The length of the welded 
part ol the world's longest Si- 
beria-West Europe gas pipeline 
approaches 3,000 kilometres. It 
is planned to complete con- 
struction before the end of 
1983. The annual capacity of 
the line will be 32,000 million 
cubic metres of gas. 


BENEFITS 
OF SMALL 
HYDROELECTRIC 
POWER STATIONS 

The Kirghiz power anltwu. 
ties, having a chain of powohi 
hydroelectric power gtatlm. 
decided to resurrect small coun- 
try "Hydros" as well. 

Thla Central Asian Republic 
has established a service for 
reconstructing such station!. 
This has turned out lo bt 
economically viable. Thera ti 
another side to this, too. R u 
simply unreasonable lo ncgled 
Iho power ol a river which hu 
plenty of water during the sum- 
mer and winter.

There ore dozens of such sit- 
flons tn the republic. After it- 
construction they will bo Ah 
to produce up to 70 millioi 
kilowatt-hours of power annual- 
ly. Thousands of tonnes t( 
equivalent fuel will be wvril 
as a result. 

In Kirghizia, they arc resear- 
ching oilier lesser power 
sources, loo. Several power sta- 
tions have been designed with i 
cnpnclty ol 1.5 io 30 kllowallr. 
Compact light units, which cm 
be mounted on horseback, in 
already in operation al dhtml 
winter pastures. They puep 
water lo the automatic wai-r 
troughs and Arc used lor light- 
ing runt elect!

Scientists see much leeway in 
growing grains with predeter- 
mined qualities in the develop- 
ment of new wheat and rye 
hybrids. For Instance, the txt- 
llkalo plonl, which has never 
been produced naturally, Is a 
wheat and rye crossbreed. 

Tha right to grow in the field 
has been granted simultaneously 
to several new strains of trill- 
kala. Among them Is the hybrid, 
Prag 1. It has no equals in Ihe 
strength of tha spring harvest: 
a hectare of it yields up to sixty 
tonnes of highly nutrient green 
mass. 

Another fodder strain, Al- 
talskl-1, was grown in the Altai 


Research Institute nf Fuming 
and Agricultural Selection nml 
has crops of between forty and 
fifty tonnes per hectare. Tho 
plant is drought .mil host resis- 
tant. 

Agronomists are nl ready mak- 
ing uso ol quite a few promis- 
ing forms of the new plant cal- 
led by scientists the “bread of 
tha future".
